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This note follows the one previously published by Delvin- 
quier & Jones (1988) (Mem. Qd Mus. 25(2): 333-334) on 
intestinal flagellates of Australian anurans. 

Between 1988 and 1989, 409 adult specimens of 50 species 
of anurans and 13 tadpoles of two species of frogs, repre- 
senting 9 families and from 26 localities in all four Provinces 
of South Africa and from Swaziland were checked for the 
presence of intestinal protozoans. 

Specimens have been lodged with the Queensland 
Museum (QM). The anuran nomenclature follows Frost, 
D.R. (ed.) (1985). ‘Amphibian Species Of The World. A 
Taxonomic and Geographical Reference.’ (Allen Press, Inc. 
& The Association of Systematics Collections: Lawrence, 
Kansas, U.S.A.) and Frost, D.R., and Savage, J.M. (1987).
